W AsiiiNGTox, May 17th.—After routine 
business in the Senate, tq-.lav, Frve called 
UP the Ilotisp shipping hill, entitled "A 
bill to abolish certain fees for official 
services to Ameri» nn vessels, and to amend 
the laws relating to Shipping Commission­ 
ers, seamen, and ow tiers of vessels ” i Tiiis 
is the lull passed by the House ot Repre­ 
sentatives on February 4th last, abolishing 
fees for measuring tonnage, for issuing 
licenses, registry certiticatcs, and a great 
variety of other feos.J 
The bill having been read, Frye moved 
to add to it, a new section, the pro­ 
visions of the bill recently reported by 
him ironi the t ommiitce on Commerce, 
authorizing the President to issue a procla­ 
mation whenever he may deem proper, de­ 
nying to vessels ot foreign countries such 
privileges ¡is are denied in such foreign 
c;*!*n 1 f’ 
to vessels ol the United States. 
[This is a provision authorizing retaliation 
tor the recent action of the Dominion of 
Canada in excluding i nitcd States vessels 
from certain privileges in Canadian ports ; 
but the provisions of Frye’s bill is not con­ 
fined to Canada, but is made general, so as 
to apply to all foreign countries.] 
After some inquiry by McPnerson and 
\ est, aud a reply by Frye, the amendm ent 
was agreed to without debate. 
The bill, as amended by the Senate, was 
then passed, and on motion of Frye a Com­ 
mittee of Conference was ordered 011 the 
disagreeing votes of the two houses upon 
the bill. 
The Chair appointed as the Conference 
Committee on tne shipping bill passed this 
morning, Messrs. Miller, Dolph and Vest, 
Frye having 
announced 
that 
he was 
obliged to be absent from the Senate lor an 
indefinite time. 
At 2 o’clock the pension bill was laid be­ 
fore the Senate. 
The pending amendm ent was that here­ 
tofore otiered by Van Wyck, providing that 
no soldier under the Act shall receive less 
than $8 per month. 
lilair moved to amend the amendm ent 
bo substituting $4. Rejected. 
Logan moved an amendment providing 
that all pensions heretofore granted, under 
at y previous Act, to any soldier where less 
than v-S a month lias been allowed, be in ­ 
creased to $8 a month, and no less am ount 
lie allowed- to any pensioner, being a 
soldier, under this or any previous Act. 
Rejected. 
W ithout further action, the Senate went 
into execu'ive se.-sion, and when the doors 
were reopened adjourned. 
H ou se o f R ep resen tatives. 
W ashinoton. May 17th.—After routine 
business, the House went into Committee 
of the Whole on the urgent deficiency hill. 
The bill was considered briefly, and hav­ 
ing been reported to the House, it was 
passed. 
On motion of O’Donnell, from the Com­ 
mittee 011 Education, the rules were sus­ 
pended and passed—yeas 202, nays 8—the 
Senate bill to provide for the study of 
the nature of alcoholic drinks and narcot­ 
ics, and of their cflects upon the human 
system, in connection with several divi­ 
sions of the subject of physiology and hy­ 
giene, by pupils in the public schools of the 
Territories and of the District of Columbia, 
and in the military and naval academies, 
and the Indian and colored schools in the 
Territories of the United States. 
O'Neill, from the Committee on Labor, 
moved to suspend the rules and adopt á 
resolution setting part the 3d of June (and 
subsequent days) lor the consideration of 
business presented by that committee 
The motion was tarried, and the House 
adjourned. 
Senator Stanford and th e San F ran cisco 
S ocialists. 
W ashington, May 17th.—Senator Stan­ 
ford received a dispatch this morning an­ 
nouncing the arrest of five Socialists in San 
Francisco, who endeavored to incite a riot, 
their object being to loot the residences of 
prominent capitalists in that city, among 
them those of Messrs. Stanford, Crocker 
and Flood, 011 Nob Hill. “ 1 should hate 
to li*ve a mob destroy my residence," said 
Stanford to your reporter, “ because it is a 
nice one. and 1 takegreat pride in it. W hen 
Mrs. Stanford was in Europe she was fort­ 
unate to secure a num ber of paintings by 
the old masters, and some beautiful pieces 
of statuary. The house also contains a 
great deal of valuable bric-a-brac, all of 
which Mrs.Stanford is intendingio present 
to museums. 
Of course, if these people 
should carry out their threats, they would 
have to lose them . The house contains 
many aru.les, tin» loss ol which no money 
could replace. 
1 sometimes think,” con­ 
tinued the Senator, " th a t the rich of the 
country are responsible, in great part, for 
the present unrest and dissatisfaction that 
exists among the laboring classes. Capital­ 
ists do not seem to take tbe interest in their 
employes that they should, and the labor­ 
ing men, feeling this, are seduced by reek- 
less and desperate Socialists into commit­ 
ting acts ot violence. 
This, of course, 
makes tlie capitalist hesitate to invest his 
money in new enterprises, and the laboring 
men sutler from lack of employment. 
At 
heart tbe workingmen are all right, but the 
ignorant portion are led astray by idle and 
worthless men, whose whole aim in life 
seems to be to ferment discord.”

W a s h in g t o n , May 17th.— Senator Gibson 
to-day (by request) introduced in the Sen­ 
ate a bill to provide for tbe establishment 
of a Board of National Defense, to consist 
of the President pro tern, of the Senate, the 
Speaker of tlie House of Representatives, 
two members not of the same ¡toliticaí 
party, to be designated by a committee, re­ 
spectively, from each of the Ways and 
Means, the Appropriations, 
Army and 
Navy Committees of the House, two Sena­ 
tors and two Representatives to be designa­ 
ted by the presiding officers of each House 
from Senators and Representatives of the 
different political parties, the Secretaries of 
War and Navv, Lieutenant-General of the 
Army, Admiral of the Navy, two other 
officers ot the navy, two officers of the 
arm y to be appointed by the President, 
and nine members appointed from civil 
life. The duty of the Board is to adopt 
ami put into operation plans and methods 
for the construction and arm am ent of our 
national defenses by land and water.

THE 
COMING 
CONVENTION 
OF JLNK*HTS OP 
LABOR. 
N ew 
Y o rk , 
May 
17th.—A 
Tribune 
special says: The Assembly of Knights of 
Labor, to be held in Cleveland, begi lining 
May 24th, will be in many respects the 
most im portant meeting of the Order that 
has been held. It is expected that many 
radical changes will be made in the con­ 
stitution and the general government of 
tbe Order. A proposition, based on a 
“ referentinm” of the Cigarmakers’ Inter­ 
national Union, will be laid before the 
Assembly and with the cigarmakers. If 
any local Union has grievances which it 
thinks justify a strike, all the facts in the 
case m ust be submitted to the General Ex­ 
ecutive Committee, and by them to everv 
local Union in the organization, and unless 
two-thirds ot the local Unions favor the 
strike it cannot be ordered. 
In this wav 
hasty and unconsidered strikes are avoided. 
The same rule holds good in the m atter of 
the boycott. Some such scheme will be 
adopted by the General Assembly of the 
Knights of Labor, although m any of the 
hot-headeil district leaders prefer the present 
system, and will fight against any legisla­ 
tion that will abridge their powers. °T he 
Assembly will try to devise some means by 
which tbe Anarchists anil un-American 
element may lie kept out of tlie Order in 
the future, and its influence reduced to a 
minim um where it has already gained a 
foothold. The growing break between tlie 
Knights of Labor and the Trades Unions 
is to be. discussed. The Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers and other large 
and powerful, but conservatives, Trades 
Unions, are at odds witli the Knights of 
Labor, and the leaders of the Knights are 
occupied in preparing some scheme which 
will bring about a reconciliation. 
ix -F r e s ld e iit A rth u r's C ondition. 
New Y o r k . May 17th.—The Times says 
of ex-President A rthur: His condition has 
been growing worse during the past week, 
but he has not relapsed so far as to have 
lost all the ground gained during his un­ 
expected rally about ten days ago. 
Before 
that rally his friends were fearful that any 
moment might bring the dreaded end, but 
his sudden improvement revived thehope 
which had almost fled during the weary 
days of watching at the sick m an’s side. 
Some of the more enthusiastic of his 
friends believed that a turn for tlie better 
had come, but a steady decline since then 
has dampened this enthusiasm, and there 
are few, if any, who now believe that the 
ex-President will ever leave his house 
again alive. 
The sudden and unexpected 
rallies, followed by gradual but steady de­ 
clines, are peculiarities of A rthur’s disease, 
well known to physicians, and are watched 
by them with grave fears. 
Danger is ever 
present that tbe poisoned blood of the pa­ 
tient will suffuse the brain, and when that 
happens the victim of Bright’s disease feels 
the last of his sufferings. A rthur bears his 
confinement patiently and bravely, and, 
knowing as he does the hopelessness of his 
case, makes the labor of love of his at­ 
tendants as light as possible by his gentle­ 
ness and unvarying cheerfulness.

C olouel C rocker’s 
T rip 
T hrough 
Southern C ounties. 
[S. F. Call.] 
Colonel Fred. Crocker, Vice-President of 
the Southern Pacific Company, late on 
Saturday night, returned from 'a ten-davs’ 
tour of in se rtio n of the country through 
which the proposed railroad connectin'* 
Soledad with the Southern Pacific near 
Los Angeles will run. 
The Colonel left 
this city on the 6th inst., and went down 
by rail to San Fernando, where he was 
joined by Chief Engineer Hood, who lias 
charge of the survey of the proposed route 
Together they traveled in a wagon from 
San Fernando back to Soledad, makim* a 
general inspection of (lie country with a 
view ol determining the most suitable 
mute for the railroad to pursue. 
Survey­ 
ing parties will be organized in the course 
of a lew days by Engineer Hood, and de­ 
tailed to make profile maps of several pos­ 
sible routes, from which a choice subse­ 
quently may be made. 
The route from 
N ew lialltoSan Buenaventura lias already 
been completed. A party has just finished a 
line through the Lime Pass, and parties are 
now at work in the San Fernando and 
Santa Clara valleys. Two new parties will 
be fitted out, one to run a line over the 
Gaviota Pass, crossing 
the Santa Inez 
Mountains, which lie between Santa Bar­ 
bara and the Santa Inez valley, in Santa 
Barbara county, and the other to locate a 
route through the Moro Pass, K ing be­ 
tween San Miguel and San Luis Obispo in 
Monterey county. 
Colonel Crocker and 
Engineer Hood, after leaving San Fer­ 
nando, rode through Sirni Pass. A stage 
road was at one time operated, but has 
long 
been 
abandoned, and they were I 
obliged to strike out over tlie rough coun-I 
try. ””---------- ‘

making a cursory inspection of the Santa 
Clara and Hueneme valleys, thev reached 
San Buenaventura by way of Santa Paulo, 
and thence along the coast to Santa Bar­ 
bara, and later to Gaviota Pass. 
From 
the sum mit of the Santa Cruz Mount­ 
ains they descended into 
the 
valley 
of the river of the 
same nam e by 
the way of the Nojoisqui creek. 
Leaving 
Santa Inez Mission upon the banks of the 
river they ascended the Zaca creek nearly 
to its source, and crossing the dividí», 
reached tlie headwaters of tlie Cisqno river! 
which empties into the Santa Maria river! 
This region is in reality the upper portion 
of tlie Santa Maria river. Their route from 
this point followed the banks of the river 
almost to the ocean. 
The river forms tlie 
boundary line between Santa Barbara and 
San Luis Obispo counties. Colonel Crocker 
is enthusiastic in the description of its 
fertile lands and the atmosphere of pros­ 
perity which pervades it. 
They crossed 
the existing railroad of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company at Central City. From 
tlie valley of the Santa Maria, a few miles 
from the 'ocean beach, thev struck across 
tlie country in an almost direct line to San 
Luis Obispo, and thence to San Miguel bv 
way of Moro Pass. 
' 
Colonel Crocker, in speaking of his trip 
to a Call reporter yesterday, expressed deep 
satisfaction with the wonderful resources of 
tlie county. 
He said : 
“ I cannot yet state definitely the exact 
route of the railroad. 01 course we rode 
over the line that seemed most suitable, but 
nothing can lie known until tlie several 
surveying parties prepare profiles of the 
country. We will then determine theroute, 
taking into consideration in our selection 
the cost of construction and the resources 
and character of the sections to lie devel­ 
oped. All that I can now say is that the 
road will pass through San Buenaventura, 
Santa Barbara and through the Gaviota 
Pass to San Luis Obisjio.” 
“ You cannot yet decide upon the con­ 
necting point with the Southern Pacific?” , 
“ No. 
Newhall and San Fernando both ! 
offer advantages. Santa Maria is also under 
consideration. 
If this should he selected 
it would puss through Conejo Pass at the 
headwaters of the Triumfo creek.” 
“ Work has been commenced on the ex­ 
tension line from Soledad to San Miguel ?' 
“ Yes, tlie work is progressing finely. 
About 1,500 m en are now at work, and 
otbers wii 1 soon lie sent down. The track 
is already laid two miles, but is now de­ 
layed by the trestling of an arroyo. The 
first twelve miles is tlie most difficult of the ¡ 
entire line. The remaining portion oí the 1 
route lies over comparatively level country, 
and oilers no serious obstacles to engineer­ 
ing. The entire road to San Miguel will 
be completed during the sum m er.”

SAN FEANCISC0 ANARCHISTS. 


A gang of vicious ¡Socialists has been 
arrested in San Francisco in the act of 
addressing a moh,which they were endeav­ 
oring to incite to incendiarism, pillage and 
massacre. 
They resisted arrest aad clam­ 
ored for the right of free speech. 
The 
ch ief speaker, the leader of the gang, is an 
Austrian who lias l>eeii in the United 
States but one year, and is not therefore a 
citizen. Y et this rascal roared his protests 
against the suppression of tlie- “ right of 
free speech.” 
That right is an inestimable 
one. 
It lies at the base of our charter of 
lib erties; but it has its limitations. 
Our 
ow n Constitution expressly provides that 
w hile citizens may freely speak their sen­ 
tim ents, they shall I*e held responsible for 
th e abuse o f that right. 
No law can be 
passed to abridge the liberty of speech, but 
it never was intended that these grants 
should i>e construed as a right to counsel 
resistance to and violation of the law. The 
people have the right to assemble “ to con­ 
su lt for the common good,’’ but this cannot 
be taken to imply the right of every such 
assembly to determine what is for “ the 
common good.” 
T he cutthroats arrested 
in San k ran cisco arc charged only with 
use of vulgar language and the carrying of 
concealed weapons. 
They were guilty of 
three other offenses of graver character: 1, 
inciting to crim e; 2, resistance to officers ; 
•>, rout. 
\Y hether the statute covers the 
fir-t is ,i question. 
1 here is, we believe, 
such a crime at common law. 
If wc have 
u * statutory method of reaching those who 
in cite to crime and indulge in threats to 
com m it arson and robbery, then we should 
m ake a law to meet the case. 
When two 
or more jK-rsons assemble and act together 
and make any attempt or advance toward 
th e commission of an act which would be 
a riot if actually committed, “ such assem­ 
bly is a rout.” 
There is still another 
v i tine with 
which these men may be 
«barged. 
\ \ hen two or more persons 
assem ble 
to 
do 
a 
lawful 
act, 
in 
a 
violent, boisterous or tumultuous man­ 
ner, 
“ such 
assembly 
is 
an 
tin- 
Siwful assembly.” 
W e ought to load these 
fellow s with accusations enough to insure 
th eir lieing held for a jKirtion, at least for 
such a tim e that their hot heads will ef­ 
fectually cool. 
In Chicago the method is 
to allow the anarchists to preach their in­ 
famous ' doctrines until a [mrtion of the 
jwiptilaee is led to commit crime, where­ 
upon the polite lieeome very active, blit 
n *t utjt : business is susjandcri, the wheels 
o f industry brought to a stand still, and 
human blood lacquers the stones of the 
highw ay. 
In San Francisco the officers 
h tve manifested a disposition to U'gin at 
th e beginning, and for that they should be 
applauded. 
It is a thousandfold lietler to 
d u b the Austrian Kudcizkv and his fol­ 
lowers into respect for the law, than to 
w tit until they have fomented riots. 
It 
ought to be an offense for anvalien anarch­ 
ist, communist or socialist to so much as 
open his vicious mouth to speak lu's senti­ 
ments in this land, while for citizens who 
preach anarchy, a speedy trial and punish­ 
m ent o f exceptionally severe character 
should be provided. 


The question is their chief liase of sup­ 
plies. 
Out of th(¡ very com plexity o f the 
subject and the difficulty of legislating > 
upon it, they draw the means of keeping . 
the public at fever heat on railroad regu- ^ 
lation. 
That the unyielding laws of trade 
and commerce would establish regulation 
impossible 
of attainment 
by artificial j 
means, and do justice between shippers j 
and producers on one side and the carriers i 
on the other, not possible to ordinary tri­ 
bunals is certain. 
The Times says: 
But as some legislation on the subject seems 
inevitable, the Senate bill may be accepted 
with thanks that it is no worse than it is. It Is 
less objectionable than the Reagan bill, and 
others which have been proposed, in that it at­ 
tempts to do less. It creates a national railway 
commission which is clothed with a large meas­ 
ure of authority, but it does not provide an iron­ 
clad emle of rules and regulations for the gov­ 
ernment of the railroad buslnossof the country. 
Rebates, drawbacks, and “ unjust discrimina­ 
tions" are prohibited under severe penalties, 
the findings of the commission, after Investiga­ 
tion, to be received as prima-facie evidence in 
■udicial proceedings. The long and short haul 
clause, as finally agreed upon, is a marvel of 
statutory elasticity. It forbids railroads from 
charging more for a longer haul than for a 
shorter one from the same starting-point, or to 
ttie same terminal point. That is to say the 
Pennsylvania company is forbidden to charge 
more from Chicago to Pittsburg than from Chi­ 
cago to N< w York, or to make a greater charge 
from Pittsburg to New York than from Chicago 
to New York. Cut, as if to proclaim the lollv 
of attempting to regulate the matter of charges 
by a general law, ignoringthe sjiecial conditions 
which must necessarily govern in each case, the 
Commission is authorized to nullify this pro­ 
vision at its discretion. 


T h e r e is very positive statement made 
that the Mormons of Utah have secured a 
grant to a large tract of land in Mexico, 
with the guaranteed privilege of practicing 
there their polygamous rites, unrestrained 
by the Government or its Courts. 
We 
could wish that all the Mormons in Utah 
would avail of the privilege, who believe 
in the righteousness of plural marriage. 
And all Mormons of the Utah branch of 
the church must so believe, or they are 
not of the true fold. 
It is said 750 families 
have already emigrated, but that not a 
majority of these religionists will join in 
the exodus. 
This is a matter of regret. 
Bnt 
if 
it 
is true as reported, that the 
church dignitaries have issued a decree 
that polygamy must not any longer be 
practiced in Utah, it will result in sending 
the polygamists to M exico, while those ad­ 
hering to monogamy w ill hold to the 
possessions in Utah, and thus a positive 
division between them be made that will 
in time ripen into a church division be- 
|iotid the possibilities of healing. 
In this 
the solution of the Utah difficulties may 
be found. 
W hen the polygamists have all 
emigrated, it is incredible that the rising 
generation of Mormons in Utah can be 
indoctrinated with polygamous teachings 
where all the surroundings are those of 
monogamy.

LOCAL ^INTELLIGENCE. 
City Trustees. 
The Board of City Trustees met in ivgu- 
lar session yesterday morning, all the mem­ 
bers present. 
A communication was received from Dr. 
Nichols, Secretary of the City Hoard of 
Health, stating that at a meeting of that 
Board, held Saturday May lóth, Dr. A. H. 
Snyder had been chosen Health Officer, and 
respect folly asking the Trustees to confirm 
the appointment. 
Trustee Ryan moved that it he officially 
received and placed on lile. 
Trustee Jones said it was no use to post­ 
pone action thereon, and recommended 
that it he taken up and considered. 
Mayor Brown then moved that the action 
of the Hoard of Health in the appoint­ 
ment of Dr. A. H. Snyder as Health Officer 
be confirmed. 
On roll call Brown voted aye and the 
votes of Ryan and Jones were recorded in 
the negative. 
Trustee Ryan, in explanation of his vote, 
said he had no personal fight to make, his 
only object was t” act a Republican in the 
place. The Republicans are entitled to it, 
and therefore he would vote no. 
Mayor Brown said to the Clerk : “ The 
Board refuses to confirm the election of Dr 
A. H. Snyder as Health Officer. You will 
please notify the Board of Health of the 
Trustees’ action.” 
City Attorney Hart filed a written opin­ 
ion with the Board with reference to the 
claim of Miss Ida Foster against the city. 
Some months ago Miss Foster, a poor 
working girl, broke a leg by stepping into 
a hole in tlie sidewalk. She in conse­ 
quence was confined to her bed for a long 
time, and now can get around only with 
the aid of crutches. She is an orphan, 
without means, and has no relatives to 
whom she can look for assistance. The 
City Attorney says while Miss Foster has 
no iegal claim against the citv, she can 
recover damages from the owner of the 
property in front of which she received the 
injury. Her circumstances and condition 
are such that, while she has no legal claim, 
her s was a case that appealed to the chari­ 
ty ot the city fathers. On motion of the 
Mayor, Trustee Jones was requested to in­ 
vestigate tin* matter and report atthe meet­ 
ing to he held on Monday next. 
I>r. .1 H. l’arkinson, \V. R. Oriusby and 
\\ . E. Osborn appeared before the Board 
and asked to be allowed the use of the 
plaza for the purpose of holding open-air 
evening 
concerts during t lie 
sum­ 
mer months. The request was granted, 
and an elegant music stand, it is under­ 
stood, will be erected for that purpose. A 
new platform will also be erected in the 
Capitol grounds for the same purpose, un­ 
der direction of the Secretary of State, who 
at all times lias endeavored to keep the 
grounds in such condition as to be a 
pleasurable resort for our home people and 
the delight of visitors. 
A joint communication from Sumner 
and \\ arren Posts, G. A. R., was received, 
requesting the Board to appoint a com­ 
mittee of six citizens to act in conjunction 
with a like committee from the two posts, 
in receiving the Grand Armv excursionists 
in Sacramento on Augu-t 11th. The re­ 
quest was granted, and the committee in 
its entirety is as follows: Sumner Post— 
if.

RAILROAD BUILDING. 
Report or the Committee on tlie Proposed 
Extension o f tlie Colusa Narrow Gauge. 
Yesterday afternoon a meeting of the 
Sacramento Board of Trade was held to 
consider the report of the committee ap­ 
pointed heretofore to go over and examine 
the route of the proposed railroad to I.ake- 
port. The following report was submitted, 
read and ordered on file, to be acted upon 
hereafter: 
Members of the Sacramento Hoard of Trade—GEN­ 
TLEMEN: The undersigned lieing the committee 
selected to examine facts bearing on tVie exten­ 
sion of the Colusa Narrow-Gauge Railroad from 
Colusa Junoliou into Lake county, as requested 
by certain citizens of Coiusa, hereby submit the 
following report: 
We found the railroad graded, equipped ami 
trains running regularly from Coiusa. on the 
Sacramento river, to Colusa Junction, situated a 
little north of west some ten miles from Colusa, 
on the Northern Railroad. 
The road from the river to this point is direct, 
lias, some heavy piling, but much of the way is 
moderate grading, and w ill soon have to be lev­ 
eled up aud ballasted, to be in tiret-class condi­ 
tion.The total cost that far is some S70.000. with a 
trifling debt against the company. A very ex­ 
tensive frame grain warehouse is now being 
erected at this junction. The Northern Railway 
will at once send an agent to this point to 
occupy the same deisit as tlie Colusa Railroad, 
and act in conjunction w ith this company. The 
citizens of Colusa had at the junction tw o stages 
awaiting the arrival of the train. 
Both cominiltees being joined at this point 
by W. S. Palmer, of San Francisco, engineer of 
the Colusa road, who had maps showing the 
different routes• projiosed, proceeded to fiilluiv 
up as near us practicable w hat is known as tlie 
northern or .Slone < 'orral survey. The proposed 
route takes from the junction a northw est direc­ 
tion. w ith regular easy grade to Stone Corral, 
some nine miles, where the elevation above the 
sea is about 500 feet. 
The elevation at tlie river is about 100 feet, 
and at tbe junction about 105 feet. A great deal 
of land westerly from the junction has much 
alkali in it, and’will have to be drained, irri­ 
gated and tilled to be productive. Alter leaving 
the junction three or tour miles good iuuds were 
found, and immense fields of heavy grain were 
seen north, south and west. The growth of the 
grain, as well as all other vegetation, made the 
fact at once apparent, aud we were constantly 
reminded of it the entire trip, that we were 
viewing a country at the most promising por­ 
tion of a most favorable year, l'rom Stone 
Corral we w ent westerly through an easy pass 
In the foothills about a mile to Antelope valley. 
This valley extends some fifteen miles almost 
directly no Hi and south. The proposed route 
turns south here and runs up the southern 
half of 
this valley some ten miles, 
where the elevation is about 
1,000 feet. 
Thence westerly, with heavy grading, some 
three miles to the tunnel. The tunnel will 
be from aun to 1,000 feet long. The elevation of 
the road at the summit will be about 1.150 feet; 
thence about a mile to Leesviile, where the 
elevation is about 1,400 feet. The total distance 
from the Colusa junction to Leesviile is about 
twenty-four miles. The maximum grade fora 
distance of about three miles in tlie vicinitv of 
the tunnel is nlamt 150 feet to the mile. The 
engineer estimates the entire cost of the pro­ 
posed extension to be 8250,000. That estimate 
includes construction, equipment, depots, etc. 
While it is proposed to extend the road from 
Leesviile northw est, thence southwest and west­ 
erly into Lake county, passing with oue branch 
some six miles south of liartlett Springs, vet 
your committee proposed to examine the enter­ 
prise only so far as it bears on its extension to 
or near Leesviile. 
Leesviile is situate near the divide which 
separates Rear valley on the south from Indian 
valley on the north, and is the point which 
taps these two large valleys. In order to get an 
idea of the character of these two valleys, we 
took the stages early in the morning and drove 
northwesterly down the eastern division of In­ 
dian valley to Smith ville, on Stonev creek, some 
•20 miles (elevation 1,140 feet), acd en route 
found a great many old farms, large tracts ot 
good valley lauds, resembling the best lands in 
Antelope valley, also numerous hills nmi hill­ 
sides with clay and red lands, all susceptible ..f 
the highest degree of cultivation and capable of 
producing the grape, lruits and grain. Being 
at present remote from market, and having to 
crus- quite heavy mountain ranges which mu 
parallel;north and south with tlie valleys to 
get to a market, the holders of these lauds ask 
only from 8 1> to S2U per acre 1'or tln-m. 
Many settlers could now go into those valleys 
aud secure portions of those large holdings at 
,moderate rates and add much to tlie production 
and consumption ot those comparatively new 
sections. From Smithville our party turned 
directly south, passed up the western portion of 
Indian valley into the upi-cr portion of Rear 
valley; passed a line directly west of Leesviile 
thence down Bear valley, to near '•Kpjiersoii’s:'’’ 
thence east and northeast, by easy grade, back 
to Leesviile, w hiel» w e reached about 2 o'clock p. 
M. of the same day. The trip through ludiaii 
a’ d Bear valleys was very interesting, and 
while the mountain outlines were more marked 
and the valleys not so broad, yet there was a 
striking resemblance in them to the view which 
was presented by Napa valley a lew vears ago 
before vineyards and small holdings beautified 
and enriched that now famous section. 
From Leesviile we returned via (lie Mountain 
House, the heavy grain fields of the foothill 
section, and thrilty-looking farms west of Wili­ 
ams, to about two miles west of that place 
thence north to the Junction and from there to 
Coin-a. 
W e would here submit an approximate es­ 
timate oi the tributary acreage and probable 
receipts of the Colusa road and its promised ex­ 
tension when completed to Leesviile.

The above estimates are made on the basis of 
the present condition of the country through 
which the road is to run. It is to be’ expected 
that the road will build up and develop a con­ 
stantly increasing business. 
In conclusion, we would say that vour com­ 
mittee was not fortunate enough to secure the 
company and consultation of any practical rail­ 
road men from tiiis section, and therefore many 
points favorable and unfavorable to the enter­ 
prise were doubtless overlooked. It is evident 
that, to secure to the proposed road its deserv­ 
ing patronage, the large tracts held near the 
foothills aud in the valleys named should be 
cut up and made properly available bv being 
sold to the incoming people now seeking'homes 
in this State. 
The pioposed extension to Leesviile if no 
farther, would greatly facilitate and increase 
the travel to liartlett Springs and similar health 
resorts in that vicinity, as the summer trip 
across the plains would be done away with • in 
valids and pleasure-seekers would leave the 
railroad at Leesviile, and at once meet the 
health giving and pleasant change of the 
mountain air. 
As regards passenger travel from this point 
and .San Francisco, the road cannot be much 
else than a feeder to the Northern Railway 
Company. Being direct to the river, and its 
being compelled to break bulk at tlie junction 
for all rail traffic, nearly its entire freight will 
go to the river, consequently to this city. The 
river levceage should also give the road á sound 
basis, for as good prices should be paid for 
produce in Antelope valley as is now- ¡.aid 
at points on the Northern road in the 
vicinity of where 
the 
Colusa 
road 
crosses it. The Colusa Narrow-gauge Rail­ 
road and its proposed extension, in order to 
assume an inqiortance deserving of the enter­ 
prise. should be closely allied to the river 
freight transportation interest. This brings ns 
to the consideration of the most important 
feature to 11s of the enterprise and which the 
business interests of this city cannot well over­ 
look. 
The freight business which the Colusa Rail­ 
road would naturally control and bring to the 
river, would justify the running of tri-weekly 
or daily boats from this city to Colusa. Fre­ 
quent and regular communication by steamers 
up and down tlie liver to that point, would de­ 
velo]) and build up a large local 
of great value to this city. When we come to 
consider the value of the vegetable, fruit and 
other similar interests 011 the river below us, 
nearly all of which seek the .San Francisco 
market, by reason of the convenience of the 
daily lines of steamers from this point, the 
probability of similar and still larger interests 
being developed at points 011 the river above us 
seems but a natural result. Add to this the pos­ 
sibility of Antelope, Bear and Indian valleys 
at the no distant future rivaling Yaca valley 
in its wonderful productions, and it seems pos­ 
sible for us to realize the fact of a thriving busi­ 
ness being done 011 the upper Sacramento river, 
for which this city will be the natural basis of 
distribution and supply.

A ddress to Y oung M en. 
P. E. Platt delivered a lecture before the 
Young Men’s Christian Association last 
evening. His subject was, “A Few Practi­ 
cal Thoughts to Young Men on How to 
Succeed. ' The lecturer, a young man him­ 
self, said he did not propose to educate 
those who had passed the meridian of life, 
but would address himself to young men. 
He offered such advice and made such sug­ 
gestions as his own experience had con­ 
vinced him were sound and profitable. 
The first aim in life should be to build a 
character. Everything seemed to revolve 
around ibis one central idea. Success, 
reputation, honor—all result naturally; 
character 
is what we are; 
reputa­ 
tion, what we seem to be. 
Let the 
first be soun ', correct and good, ami tloyce- 
ond will inevitably follow. The next aim 
of a young man should be to acquire a 
competency to promote his own conven­ 
ience and provide for those who may be 
dependent upon him. He should prepare 
himself by proper education to become an 
intelligent man and a good citizen. Tem­ 
perance was one of the first essentials of 
success. The greatest enemy a young man 
can possibly have is intemperance. If you 
have not formed the habit don't do it. 
Treat smoking in the same way, and above 
all things don’t smoke a cigarette, ltdon’t 
make you any bigger or better or more re­ 
spected to either smoke or drink. Boycott 
the “ filthy weed ” and strong drink. 
Avoid evil associations. There are plenty 
of young men as good or better Ilian 
you are. It is a good idea for you to form 
their acquaintance and thus associate with 
them, rather than those who do not come 
up to so high a standard as yourself. An 
evil companion can do you 110 good, and 
possibly may do you harm. A muddy 
stream flows into a clear one. The latter is 
injured aud the former somewhat im­ 
proved. Each partakes somewhat of the 
character of the other. The power of ex­ 
ample is proverbial. Young men are little 
aware of how much their reputation in tbe 
eye of the public is affected by the com­ 
pany they keep. The public upon this 
basis judge of his taste, what sort of com­ 
panions lie prefers, and predict oil no doubt­ 
ful grounds what will be the issue in the 
formation of his-own character. Punctual­ 
ity is another essential to success. Don’t 
lail to cultivate habits of promptness, even 
in small matters. It will be of great value 
to you in alter life. 
Shun delays—they breed remorse. 
Take thy time, while time is ieut thee ; 
Creeping snails, have weakest force, 
Fly their fault, lest those repent thee 
Good is best, when soonest wrought, 
Lingering labors come to naught. 
Act squarely in all your dealings with 
men. 
Inconsistency is an imperfection 
against which we should particularly guard 
ourselves, for it is a failing we incline to 
more than any other. Successful men, as 
a rule, are those who with a singleness of 
aim follow one calling. He advised all 
young men who could do so to learn a 
trade and stick to it. Cultivate habits of 
industry, and don't be afraid of labor. The 
lecturer closed Ids lecture by reciting Long­ 
fellow's “ Psalm of Lite.” 
Lisbon School D istrict. 
Parties residing in Lisbon School Dis­ 
trict, a short distance above Freeport, on 
the Sacramento river, state that there has 
been considerable friction there in school 
matters during the past year; that last 
season there was public money sufficient 
for ten months’ school, anil at the close of 
that time the teacher was permitted to con­ 
tinue another month, running ¡11 debt for 
the salary, which was subsequently taken 
from this year’s funds. The amount of 
school money for the present year, alter 
paying this back bill, was only enough for 
six and one-half months’ school. Manuel 
Dc Costa, one of the Trustees and Clerk of 
tbe district, states that when the six and a 
half months of school liad expired—early 
in May—the teacher proposed to continue 
until next July, thus again anticipating 
next year’s sciiool money. To this Mr. 
De Costa objected, and called upon Superin­ 
tendent Bishop to prevent the law being 
violated, which prohibits schools being 
continued beyond the limit of its funds. 
Mr. Bishop looked into the matter, and 
gave his decision that no salary could be 
allowed to be taken from next year's 
funds. 
Considerable

was 
exhibit d by the teacher and some 
of 
her 
friends 
because 
he thus 
interposed to keep the district from being 
run into debt; that a public meeting was 
held, at which it was resolved to raise funds 
by subscription to continue the school un­ 
til July, and that those who were not able 
to subscribe should have the benefit of the 
school for their children the same as if it 
was public money. The necessary amount 
was subscribed and school was resumed the 
next day, but when Mr. De Costa's children 
arrived at the school they were sent home 
by the teacher, and have not been per­ 
mitted by her to attend since. Mr. De 
Costa called at this oilice yesterday and 
makes this statement of the case. 
The Cottony Cushion Scale.—A prom­ 
inent citizen of Sacramento writes to the 
Recoro-I'nion as follows: “ I had a talk 
with the’new pest officer for this section to­ 
day. He says there are at least twenty 
places in the city where tbe cottony cushion 
scale flourishes. The people will not clean 
up, and will pay him nothing for doing the 
work. There is no salary to the office, and 
he cannot afford to do it for nothing. He 
has 110 power to enforce the law: so we will 
go on, and in two years it will be impossi­ 
ble to eradicate the pest. It would seem 
that the well known example of neglect 
shown by Los Angeles should stimulate 
Sacramento to adopt radical measures in 
this matter, but we are the same here as 
they were—waiting for it to cost a large 
amount before doing anything.” 
C arrying th e M ails.—Postmaster Ste­ 
phens yesterday received instructions from 
the Postmaster-General, authorizing him 
to award a contract for carrying the mails 
between the depot and Postoffice in this 
city. He is restricted to certain conditions 
and figures, but will no doubt have numer­ 
ous applicants for the place.

A dam m ay be erected in accordance w ith 
the plans of the m ost em inent engineers, 
an d all the know n devices of science m ay 
be used to m ake it perfectly safe ; yet, like 
a powde. m agazine, it is liable to create 
havoc and destruction of life and property 
at any tim e. The difficulty of constructing 
a safe dam was illustrated by references to 
the English dam and th at bnilt by th e 
State, both of w hich were failures, al­ 
though hundreds of thousands o f dollars 
had been expended in their construction. 
In the opinion of the Court, to live under 
or below an im pounding dam , built across 
a canyon through w hich ran a torrential 
-trcañi. was like living in th e path of an 
i upending tornado. 
It was not right th at 
the lives and property of people should be 
exposed to danger by th e works of m en 
constructed for private gain.
